The Back Yard Gardener 


Howdy neighbor! Do you take 
your eider straight? 

Now, don’t get me wrong. I 
wasn’t insinuating anything. I 
merely wanted to inquire as to 
whether you preferred McIntosh 
cider, Baldwin cider, Wealthy 
cider, or whether you preferred 
a mixture of these and others 
that might be made. 

You know, I never had any 
idea that cider making is such 
an art until I got hold of a publi- 
cation on cider making. 

In England, fruitmen plant 
trees with the idea of cider mak- 
ing, but rot so in this country. 
And over there the average per- 
son consumes two gallons of cid- 
er to one quart for the average 
person in the U.S. A. 

The men at the Massachusetts 
State college where this __ little 
publication came from find that 
the old Roxbury Russet apple 
makes the best all-around cider. 
And they rank Baldwin second, 
Northern Spy third, Rhode Is- 
land Greening fourth, McIntosh 
fifth, Ben Davis sirth, King sev- 
enth, and Wealthy eighth. Then 
they find that by mixing these 
you can improve the _ finished 
product. 

Of course, it all depends on 
what type of cider you prefer— 
whether you cider is going to be 
sharp, real sweet, or bitter 
sweet. 

Incidentally I can get you a 
copy of the bulletin in case you 
are interested. Just drop me a 
card in care of the college. 

These men have studied this 
cider making proposition from 
all angles and they know just 
exactly how long you should let 
your apple pulp stand before you 
press it, and whether you should 
grate or crush it. And they know 
just exactly which things make 
the best clarifled cider. You see 
clarification comes simply by 
adding things to the cider so 
that the solid matter settles to 
the bottom. 

And believe it or not, they 
have a filtering machine for cid- 
er that will take out germs—in 
other words, the molds and 
yeasts which cause the cider to 
ferment. Of course, if you use 
them, you've got to have every- 
thing perfectly sterilized and so 
it isn’t too practical. 

Cider will keep, they say, from 
one season to the next if you 
keep it frozen and at a tempera-
